GOODBYE TO TARZAN 


“It looks like Tarzan’s days are numbered, not to mention those of 
Jane and Cheetah. 

“Old age is, of course, creeping up on him. (He was conceived by 
Edgar Rice Burroughs 47 years ago.) But worse yet, swinging vines, 
lions, wild tribes and natives who still say ‘Bwana’ are at a premium 
these days what with all the civilization that’s invaded Africa lately. 

“And, with such important personalities and groups as Kasavubu, 
Lumumba, Mobutu, Hammarskjold, the UN, Russia and the US. 
playing diplomatic football over Africa on the world’s front pages, 
it’s only natural that Tarzan should be getting the slight on the in- 
side comic strip pages. 

“But that’s all right. Civilization has arrived in Africa, or rather, 
has gripped the continent by the throat. ; 

“There’s not going to be any monkey business about it, either. For 
example, look at the Congo, which the Belgians left in such a po- 
litical rush. There’s no slow process of civilizing the natives to West- 
ern ways, no evolutionary governments, no thought for a practical 
future or stable present, no worry about the diversified cultures, tra- 
ditions, dialects and peoples or the need for transition from a “back- 
ward’ nation to an educated one.

RESEARCH PROJECT 
IN MARINELAB

Creeping- most cautiously along 
the bottom of the ocean floor, a 
starving sea star or starfish pre- 
pared to attack a delicious-look- 
ing abalone. With amazing speed 
the sea star’s tube feet attach 
themselves to the. “alarmed” aba- 
lone. Rotating violently clockwise 
and counterclockwise through an 
arc of 180 degrees, the abalone 
tear itself away from the preda- 
tor’s hungry clutches by tearing 
the attached tube feet. 

A curious student at this time 
might ask the question, “What 
causes the abalone to react so vi- 
olently to the tube feet?” Strange 
as it seems, no one knows the 
exact explanation for the aba- 
lone’s behavior, but research is 
going on at Hartnell College to 
find the cause. 

Marine Biology Study 

Dr. Howard Feder and one of 
his students, John Armstrong, 
with Dr. Jerome Holmes’ chemical 
assistance, are engaged in find- 
ing what causes most gastropods 
to react so violently when touched 
by starfish tube feet. Evidence 
collected to date has indicated 
that the reaction is influenced by 
a chemical substance exuded by 
the sea star into the surrounding 
water. Aiding this project is a 
$500 grant from the American 
Academy of Arts an dSciences. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Feder, the first 
year will be taken up primarily 
with organizing equipment to be 
used in future work. However, a 
few pilot experiments have al- 
ready been made and the results 
have been very suggestive. 

One of the important achieve- 
ments of the past semester has 
been the development of a de- 
vice to record the limpet’s respon- 
sive movements by means of a 
kymograph. A limpet, a small 
shellfish found on the ocean 
shores, which is to be studied, is 
placed in a container of cold sea 
water boxed-in by moveable bar- 
riers. These obstruction prevent 
the limpet from moving horizon-y 
tally but allow it to move verti- 
cally; hence, the only. direction 
the limpet from moving horizon- 
small disc attached to the end of 
a glass rod is placed on top of 
the limpet’s shell. This tod is 
then attached to a long lever 


‘which is in turn affixed to a ring 


stand. At the end of the lever is 
a writing stylus which registers 
limpet movement on smoked pa- 
per wrapped around a rotating, 
upright drum. 

Record Shellfish Reactions 

If one were to view this appa- 
ratus, he would see something 
similar to the following: The lim- 
pet lies motionless. A sea star’s 
tube foot is brought in contact 
with the animal. The shellfish 
has only one way to move so it 
moves up which in turn also 
causes. the rod to move up and 
the writing lever to move down. 
Since the cylinder is revolving all 
of this time a graph of the lim- 
pet’s protective reactions to the 
seas star’s tube foot is recorded. 

The immediate ‘significance of 
this study lies in the fact that it 
should lead to a better under- 
standing of the biology of the 
sea stars, gastropods, and the com- 
munities in which they reside.

The Instructor’s Corner 
- Eprror’s Nore: This is another article in the series writ- 
ten by your instructors and administrators, for the Pan- 
ther Sentinel.

Junior college teaching is a profession that I would like to call to 
the attention of our “better” students. While many fields of employ- 
ment are worrying about automation and considering a shorter work 
week, the general field of education ‘is faced with an ever-increasing . 
load. elk - 

There were approximately 179,000 students enrolled in California's 
public institutions of higher learning in 1958-59. Some 43,000 of these 
were in the university, 45,000 in the state colleges, and 91,000 in the 
junior colleges. By 1970, conservative estimates show there will be 
approximately 500,000 students in public higher education in Cali- 
fornia. Two fifths of this half-million student population will be in 
junior colleges. 

Working with college students is both enjoyable and gratifying. 
Students do not have to go to college. Those that do have been stim- 
ulated by a real desire for more education, or the acquisition of 
greater skills with which to earn a living. Teachers, then, find a more 
receptive audience for their teaching than in the lower grades. Also, 
it is only a few years until many junior college students are a success 
in some profession or business. Instructors get a great deal of pleasure 
from seeing, and hearing of, the successes of their former students. 

The associations that junior college instructors have must also be 
considered. Undoubtedly I am biased, but 1 believe that teachers are 
among the finest and most stimulating people with whom a person 
could spend his, or her; life. In addition, the academic surroundings 
— the library, lectures, research opportunities, and students add in- 
finite pleasures to the teacher's life. 

Junior college teaching requires either a secondary teaching creden- 
tial, junior college credential, or a trades and industry credential. 
The first two credentials require at least five years of college study, 
while the latter requires seven years in a trade plus some college edu- 
cation. The junior college credential requires a master’s degree. In 
some areas, for- instance the social sciences, some junior colleges pay 
high enough salaries to attract persons with the Ph.D. degree. Usually, 
junior college instructors have high school or college teaching experi- 
ence. 

Salaries are important. But they are not everything. The present 
junior college salary range in California is from a minimum of $4,500 
to $10,620. Higher ‘salaries usually require advanced degrees and 12 
to 15 years of experience. : 

Before the impression is created that there is nothing. irritating 
about this work, it should be mentioned there are papers to grade, 
students to be evaluated with firm grades of A to F, meetings by the 
dozen, long hours of preparation for class lectures and laboratories, 
and many extracurricular activities. But there are important facets 
of teaching. 

Finally, there are the advantages, or disadvantages, of the part-time 
aspects of teaching. Probably, because of the increasing enrollments 
and shortage of competent instructors, junior colleges in a few years 
will operate on almost a year-around basis. Those persons who want 
long vacations may dislike the longer year, but those teachers who 


find extra work each summer will undoubtedly welcome the chance 
for higher salaries.
